SECTION 2. FTP AUTHORIZATION. In accordance with Section 67-3519,17
Idaho Code, the Department of Correction is authorized no more than two thou-18
sand one hundred and three and eighty-five hundredths (2,103.85) full-time19
equivalent positions at any point during the period July 1, 2022, through20
June 30, 2023, unless specifically authorized by the Governor. The Joint21
Finance-Appropriations Committee will be notified promptly of any increased22
positions so authorized.23

SECTION 3. EXEMPTIONS FROM PROGRAM TRANSFER LIMITATIONS. The De-24
partment of Correction is hereby exempted from the provisions of Section25
67-3511(2), Idaho Code, allowing unlimited transfers between programs for26
all moneys appropriated to it for the period July 1, 2022, through June 30,27
2023; provided, however, moneys appropriated to the County and Out-of-State28
Placement Program, Correctional Alternative Placement Program, and Medical29
Services Program may only be transferred between said programs. Legislative30
appropriations shall not be transferred from one fund to another fund unless31
expressly approved by the Legislature.32

SECTION 4. Notwithstanding any other provision of law to the contrary,33
the appropriation made to the Department of Correction in the County and Out-34
of-State Placement Program in Section 1, Chapter 99, Laws of 2021, from the35
General Fund is hereby reduced by $12,000,000 for the period July 1, 2021,36
through June 30, 2022.37

SECTION 5. HEPATITIS C FUND. There is hereby created in the state trea-38
sury the Hepatitis C Fund. The fund shall consist of moneys appropriated by39
the Legislature. The state treasurer shall invest the idle moneys of the40
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fund, and the interest earned on such investments shall be retained by the1
fund. The Hepatitis C Fund is subject to appropriation by the Legislature,2
and moneys in the Hepatitis C Fund shall be used solely for treating and mit-3
igating hepatitis C as agreed upon in Turney v. Atencio, Case No. 1:18-cv-4
00001-BLW (D. Idaho Jan. 17, 2019).5

SECTION 6. CASH TRANSFER. There is hereby appropriated and the Office6
of the State Controller shall transfer $12,000,000 from the General Fund7
to the Hepatitis C Fund as soon as practicable for the period July 1, 2021,8
through June 30, 2022.9

SECTION 7. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chap-10
ter 99, Laws of 2021, and any other appropriation provided by law, there is11
hereby appropriated to the Idaho Department of Correction for the Management12
Services Program $12,000,000 from the Hepatitis C Fund to be expended for op-13
erating expenditures for the period July 1, 2021, through June 30, 2022.14

SECTION 8. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chap-15
ter 99, Laws of 2021, and any other appropriation provided by law, there is16
hereby appropriated to the Idaho Department of Correction for the Management17
Services Program $2,500,000 from the General Fund, to be expended for oper-18
ating expenditures for the period July 1, 2021, through June 30, 2022, for19
the purpose of pre-prosecution diversion grants.20

SECTION 9. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chap-21
ter 99, Laws of 2021, and any other appropriation provided by law, there is22
hereby appropriated to the Idaho Department of Correction for the Management23
Services Program $1,800,000 from the General Fund, to be expended for oper-24
ating expenditures for the period July 1, 2021, through June 30, 2022, for25
the purpose of an inmate banking module.26

SECTION 10. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chap-27
ter 99, Laws of 2021, and any other appropriation provided by law, there is28
hereby appropriated to the Idaho Department of Correction for the Prisons29
Administration Program $500,000 from the General Fund, to be expended for30
operating expenditures for the period July 1, 2021, through June 30, 2022,31
for the purpose of trauma-informed treatment.32

SECTION 11. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chap-33
ter 99, Laws of 2021, and any other appropriation provided by law, there is34
hereby appropriated to the Department of Correction for the Prisons Admin-35
istration Program from the General Fund the following amounts to be expended36
for the designated expense classes for the period July 1, 2021, through June37
30, 2022, for a digital radio system:38

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SECTION 12. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chap-1
ter 99, Laws of 2021, and any other appropriation provided by law, there is2
hereby appropriated to the Idaho Department of Correction for the Correc-3
tional Alternative Placement Program $10,738,000 from the General Fund to4
be expended for operating expenditures for the period July 1, 2021, through5
June 30, 2022, for the purpose of paying off the lease purchase agreement.6

SECTION 13. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chap-7
ter 99, Laws of 2021, and any other appropriation provided by law, there is8
hereby appropriated to the Idaho Department of Correction for the Community9
Supervision Program $500,000 from the Federal Grant Fund, to be expended for10
operating expenditures for the period July 1, 2021, through June 30, 2022.11

SECTION 14. REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY FOR THE TREATMENT OF HEPATITIS12
C. There is hereby reappropriated to the Idaho Department of Correction any13
unexpended and unencumbered balances appropriated to the Idaho Department14
of Correction from the Hepatitis C Fund for hepatitis C treatment for fiscal15
year 2022, in an amount not to exceed $12,000,000 from the Hepatitis C Fund16
to be used for nonrecurring expenditures related to hepatitis C for the pe-17
riod July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2023. The Office of the State Controller18
shall confirm the reappropriation amount, by fund, expense class, and pro-19
gram, with the Legislative Services Office prior to processing the reappro-20
priation authorized herein.21

SECTION 15. REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY FOR PRE-PROSECUTION DIVERSION22
GRANTS. There is hereby reappropriated to the Idaho Department of Correc-23
tion any unexpended and unencumbered balances appropriated to the Idaho De-24
partment of Correction from the General Fund for pre-prosecution diversion25
grants for fiscal year 2022, in an amount not to exceed $2,500,000 from the26
General Fund to be used for nonrecurring expenditures related to pre-prose-27
cution diversion grants for the period July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2023.28
The Office of the State Controller shall confirm the reappropriation amount,29
by fund, expense class, and program, with the Legislative Services Office30
prior to processing the reappropriation authorized herein.31

SECTION 16. REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY FOR AN INMATE BANKING MODULE.32
There is hereby reappropriated to the Idaho Department of Correction any33
unexpended and unencumbered balances appropriated to the Idaho Department34
of Correction from the General Fund for an inmate banking module for fiscal35
year 2022, in an amount not to exceed $1,800,000 from the General Fund to be36
used for nonrecurring expenditures related to an inmate banking module for37
the period July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2023. The Office of the State Con-38
troller shall confirm the reappropriation amount, by fund, expense class,39
and program, with the Legislative Services Office prior to processing the40
reappropriation authorized herein.41

SECTION 17. REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY FOR TRAUMA-INFORMED TREATMENT.42
There is hereby reappropriated to the Idaho Department of Correction any un-43
expended and unencumbered balances appropriated to the Idaho Department of44
Correction from the General Fund for trauma-informed treatment for fiscal45
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year 2022, in an amount not to exceed $500,000 from the General Fund to be1
used for nonrecurring expenditures related to trauma-informed treatment for2
the period July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2023. The Office of the State Con-3
troller shall confirm the reappropriation amount, by fund, expense class,4
and program, with the Legislative Services Office prior to processing the5
reappropriation authorized herein.6

SECTION 18. An emergency existing therefor, which emergency is hereby7
declared to exist, this act shall be in full force and effect on and after its8
passage and approval.9
